Annual volumes of the Statistics of Queensland consist of 
separate Parts, each dealing with a section of statistics, together 
with an introductory part which includes a list of contents and an 
alphabetical index for the whole volume. These volumes were 
completed up to 1939-40 when World War II intervened. 


Some of the Parts were published for the years from 1940-41 
to 1952-53, but it is not possible to produce some which remained 
unprinted because of the war. Such issues of the eight annual Parts 
as are available will form separate volumes each of which will contain 
all the issues of a particular Part available for the years 1940-41 to 
1952-53.
